Delay Would Be Patal. 


After showing-that.it would require six 


months to raise and train an army ade- 


quate to repel invasion, the secretary of 


war says: ~ bis 

“Any one who takes the slightest trou- 
ble to investigate will find that in mod- 
ern warfare a prepared enemy would 
progress so far on the way to success in 
six months, if his antagonist had to wait 
six months to meet him, that such unpre- 
pared antagonist might as well concede 
defeat without contest.” 

This statement by the head of the mili- 


prised many Democrats, who applauded 
the president's assurance, regarded as 
complacent by his critics, that there will 
be no difficulty in providing an adequate 
defense, “ should occasion arise.” 


Slap at Ultra-Pacificists, 

Mr. Garrison pays his respects to the 
ultra pacifists, who fear the growth of 
“militarism” in the United States, and 
who say that preparedness for war breeda 
war, and who preach reliance upon broth- 
erly love, instead of brute force” for 
the preservation of peace. 

Several officials in commenting upon the 
report tonight suggested that in penning 
this rebuke Mr. Garrison possibly had in 
mind the preachments of Secretary of 
State Bryan and Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, as well as David Starr Jordan, 
Nicholas Murray Butler, and Andrew 
Carnegie. 

It is well known that Secretary Garri- 
pon, regarded as one of the ablest mem- 
bers of the president’s cabinet, has dis- 
agreed with Bryan and Daniels, if not 
with Mr. Wilson himself, upon the Mexi- 
can policy and the question of prepared- 
hess for war. 


Immediate Needs of Army. 

Mr. Garrison sums up the immediate 
needs of the army as follows: 

“My recommendation of what we 
should immed.ately do is to fill up the en- 
isting organizations which compose the 
aggregate mobile army force to their full 
strength. This would require 25,000 men. 

“In addition to the enlisted men just 
mentioned we should be authorized to 
obtain 1,000 more officers. The legisia- 
tion to accomphish these purposes would 
be of the very simplest character, being 
merely authorizations to the department 
to do these things

“With the army thus Increased we 
would then be able to undertake the next 
necessity which is absolutely impera- 
tive, and that is the preparation of à re- 
serve.

“TI am firmly convinced that if we use

Should Train More Officers.

I realize that one of the matters which 
will be much debated in connection with 
this whole subject will be the matter of 
expenses.

Mr. Garrison dismisses as impractice- 
bie talk of immediate disarmament, and 
as groundless fears of militarism in Amer- 
ica, and recommends-miltary prepared - 
ness on the ground that eternal vigil- 
ance is the price which must be paid in 
order to obtain the desirable things of 
life and to defend them.” 

“ Whatever the future may hold in the 
way of agreements between nations, fol- 
lowed by actual disarmament thereof, of 
international courts of arbitration, and 
other greatly to be desired measures to 
leasen or prevent conflict between nation 
and nation,“ the report says, we all 
know that at present these conditions are 
not existing. 

“We can and will eagerly adapt our- 
selves to each beneficent development 

these lines, but merely to enfeeble 
ourselves in the meantime would, in my 
view, be unthinkable folly.

“The only logical cenclusion is to have 
a navy that le competent and able to beat 
the whole world, but you must temper it 
with some discretion. My impression is 
that Germany, under its present building 
program, in 1919 will b ve a larger navy 
than that of the United States if we con- 
nee to build only two battleships se 
year.”

Any one who takes the slightest trou- 
bile to investigate will find that in mod- 
ern warfare a prepared enemy would 
progress so far on the way to success in 
six months, if his antagonist had to wait 
six months to meet him, that euch unpre- 
pared antagonist might as well concede 
defeat without contest.” 

Army in Good Shape. 

Of the efficiency of the present army Mr. 
Garrison says: 

“ While our existing organization Is of 
the exceedingly small numbers already 
mentioned, it is unquestionably in as ex- 
cellent condition as any similar number 
of men in any other military establish- 
ment in the world. .Were it not for a de- 
sire to avoid invidious comparisons I 
should say that, man for man, it is better 
than any similar existing military estab- 
lishment in the world. 

„1 do not believe that any one will 
dispute the statement that the army has 
never been in better condition than it is 
today, from the most recently enlisted 
man up to the highest officers. There is 
an eagerness to constantly strive toward 
perfction, a willingness to undertake and 
satisfactorily perform any and every 
duty that is most commendable and en- 
couraging.” 

All Desire Peace. 

Passing. to the need for a larger army 
regular and reserve, the secretary dis- 
cusses at some length peace and the use 
of the word militarism,” touching upon 
the moot question of whether military 
preparation tends to prevent war. 

It is, of course, not necessary to dwell 
on the blessings of peace and the horrors 
of war.“ he remarks. “ Every one de- 
sires peace, just as every one desires 
health, contentment, affection, sufficient 
means for comfortable existence, and 
other similarly. beneficent things. But 
peace and the other states of being just 
mentioned are not always or even often 
solely within one’s own control. It may 
truthfully be said that eternal vigilance 
is the price which must be paid in order 
to obtain the desirable things of life and 
to defend them. 

“In the early history of our nation 
there was a natural, almost inevitable, 
abhorrence of military force, because it 
connoted military despotism. Most, if

not all, of the early settlers in this coun- 
try came from nations where a few pow- 
erful persons tyrannically imposed their 
will upon the people by means of military 
power. - a 

“Of course, all this hes long since 
passed into history. No reasonable per- 
son in this country today has the slightest 
shadow of fear of military despotism, 
nor of any interference whatever by mil- 
itary force in the conduct of civil af- 
fairs. 


Use of Word “Militariem ” 


“It also seems proper, in passing. to 
refer to the frame of mind of those who 
use the word ‘ militarism as the embod- 
iment of the doctrine of brute force and 
loosely apply it to any organised prepara- 
tion of military force. and therefore dep- 
recate any adequate military prepara- 
tion because it is a step in the direction 
bf the contemned ‘ militarism.’ 

“ Every nation must have adequate 
force to protect iteelf from domestic in- 
surrection, to enforce its laws, and to 
repel invasions; that is, every nation that 
has similar characteristics to those of a 
self-rerpecting man. 

“If it prepares and maintains more 
military force than is necessary for the 
purposes just named, then it is subject to 
the conviction, in the public opinion of 
the world, of having embraced ‘ militar- 
ism,’ unless it intends aggression for a 
cause which the public opinion of the 
world conceives to be a righteous one, 

“To the extent, however, that it con- 
fines its military preparedness to the pur- 
poses first mentioned, there is neither 
warrant nor justification in characteris- 
ing such action as * militarism.’ 


Does Not Affect Duty. 


“Equally useless, in my view, is the 
discussion frequently indulged in as to 
whether mil!tary Preparation tends or 
does not tend to avoid war. I term such 
discussion useless. because, oo far as 
we are concerned, whatever conclusion 
might be reached thereon would not af- 
fect our duty. 

“Since it is not in mind to. suggest 
any military preparation of the nation’s 
resources beyond that absolutely essen- 
tial under existing conditions, the ques- 
tion of whether more extensive prepara- 
tion for the purpose of avéiding war 
would have that effect or not is futile. 

“ What, then, does this nation need in 
the way of military preparedness? Of 
course, I am not attempting to lay down 
a counsel. of. perfection—that ts, an ex- 


tensive scheme whith ia a idea! in ite coms — 
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pleteness. Such a scheme might well be 
considered and studied and adopted after 
long study. But to await the result of 
such a course would be to continue the 
undesirable situation in which we have 
so long been. 

“In my view, it is much better to do 
those things which lie nearest at hand 
and can be done than to remain as we 
are, without moving along proper lines 
until a more comprehensive and perfect 
scheme can be agreed upon.” 


United States Stands Tenth. 


A table of the thirteen leading coun- 
tries of the world, showing area, popula - 
tion, peace strength of the army, and the 
total trained war strength, is included in 
the report. It @iscloses that with an 
area and population surpassed only by 
Great Britain and tts colonies and by 
Russia, the United States stands tenth 
in the peace footing of ite army and 
twelfth in trained reserves. 

Aga'nst Russia's 4,500,000 trained men 
the United Rates has 225,000, including 
the Philippine scouts; and Belg'um, with 
180 000, is the only nation below that 
figure. Switserlard, next above, has 
276,000; Japan. 1,200,000. 

“Whatever ele may properly be 
drawn from the facts as disclosed,” the 
report says, “it cannot pe disputed that 
it is imperative that we have in this coun- 


try a very much larger percentage of men 


who have had proper military training 
and who are In a position to respond in- 
stantly to the call of the nation.” 


Lack of Artillery. 


Of war material the report says: 

We have on hand in reserve stifficient 
small arms, emall arm ammunition. and 
equipment, roughly figuring, for the 500;- 
000 men that would have to be called 
into the field in any large emergency. 
We have nothing like sufficient artillery 
and artillery ammunition. 

“This has been urgently presented in 
all of the recent reports of the head of 
this department and the chiefe of staff. 
and congress has from time to time re- 
cently increased the appropr‘ations for 
these ‘purposes. There ie universal 
agreement among all who know that 
artillery is an.essential feature of mod- 
ern warfare, and that a proper propor- 
tion thereof to any arm is indispensable.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—It is officially an- 
nounced that Subhi Bey, late, governor 
of Basra, Asiatic Turkey, commander 
of the Turkigh forces at Kurna, yester- 


day surrendered unconditionally with his

Public opinion will not be bemused by utoplan- 
ixm and will follow the good sense and caution of 
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UNREST—CAUSES AND REMEDIES. 

To the student of industrial problems, and even 
to the thoughtful general reader, nothing new is 
presented in the preliminary report of the com- 
mission on industrial relations. The document 
names nine familiar major causes of strife and un- 
vest, summarizes the criticisms of labor unions by 
the generality. of employers, and indicates the 
points of agreement that exist between the posi- 
tion of capital and that of labor. It emphasizes 
the fact that none of the several bundred witnesses 
examined by it favored compulsory arbitration, 
although the extensiop and improvement of the 
agencies for conciliation and voluntary arbitration 
were opposed by none. 

The final report of the commission may furnish 
more illuminating data and more important con- 
clusions, and judgment on the work of the com- 
mission should in fairness be suspended until after 
the submission of that report. Meantime prac 
tical interest attaches to the statement that the 
consensus of opinion throughout the country is that 
legislation for a national system of labor exchanges 
is an immediate necessity. This is a contribution 
to the discussion of a burning and urgent question. 
A national system of labor exchanges, however, 
does not mean a chain of exchanges under federal 
auspices operating on its own hook. State, city 
and private labor employment agencies should be 
united, as the commission says, into one efficient 
and modern system. The passing of a national act

alone will not give us even the promise of such 4 
system. Hard and intelligent work by the states 
and municipalities is what the situation calls for. 
Here is an opportunity for honorable rivalry and 
emulation.

Investigation shows that this is true of the shop- 
keeping div'sion of the middle class—which, how- 
ever, also includes the professions, artists, and em- 
ployés of the large financial and commercial houses 
of the “city,” and these have been quick to vol- 
unteer. 

But what is the matter with the small tradesmen 
and clerks? In our wars they have done as well as | 
any other division of the population. They largely 
make up the rank and file of our militia, and while 
they may not have quite the taste for adventure of 
the younger artisans, they have responded readily to 
the patriotic summons. 

Another class that has been even less ready to 
enlist is the French Canadians, and aside from this 
g-ase it has been claimed that the proportion of na- 


contingents is not favorable to the former. 

The facts of enlistment under the English volun- 
tary system would be of value not only to the student 
of social conditions but to the practical statesman. 
What are the influences which make one class less 
responsive to a supreme public appeal than other 
classes? Is it social condition, education, propa- 
ganda, religion, politics? 

Conscription has this advantage, that it makes 
short work of such inequalities. All men are called 
upon, regardless of class or condition, and this is 
justice.

Former City Controller Traeger’s ears 
must have burned yesterday afternoon. 
When the finance committee of the coun- 
cil began its preliminary survey of the 
annual budget it took decided exception 
to his method of handling the depart- 
mental estimates. In his letter of trans-

Harbor Commission Head Criticises 
Efficiency Report on Alleged 
Stone Shortage. 


What E. C. Shankland, chairman of the 
harbor commission, called a Scotch ver- 
diet was returned yesterday by the em- 
ciency division of the civil service com- 
mission upon its investigation of the 
amount of loose stone used in filing the 
new municipal pier. 

“The repert holds that there may be a

Privately in the directors’ meeting 
which preceried the opening of the con- 
vention, Revregentative Freer of Wiscon- 
sin, who ted the attack against the bili in 
the house and who furnished much of the 
ammunition used to defeat it in the sen- 
ate, was abused even more viciously than 
the senators. 

Former Gov. Deneen was one of a few 
speakers who did not engage in the pork 
barrel” contruverey. or utter abuse 
ageinet those who had lopped $73,000,000 
of the bill. He confined himself to a 
tecitation of what Illincis has done to 
further the hullding of a connecting wa- 
terway link between the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence and the Gulf of Mexico, and to give 
assurances that the interest and aasist- 
ance of that state can be counted on in 
the future because the cheapening of 
freight rates is of such vital importance 
to the commerce of the commonwealth. 


Deneen Cites Illinois Aid. 

“Of the total amount which the engi- 
néers estimate it will cost to build a six- 
teen foot channel from the St. Lawrence 
to the Gulf of Mexico the state of IIli- 
nois has already furnished approximate- 
ly one-third, if we take into consideration 
the $20.000,000 which the voters of the 
state have authorized for the work be- 
tween Lockport and La Salle,“ said Mr. 
Deneen. 

“The earliest explorers of Illinols saw 
the possibility of building the connecting 
Unk across it that would connect the 
great lakes with the Gulf of Mexico. 
Chicago is the nearest port on the great 
lakes to New Orleans on the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

“ Tilinois has done her share and if the 
$20,000,000 is not employed yet for the 
continuation of the work which was 
begun by the sanitary district it is be- 
cause litigation and divided opinion in the 
general assembly have prevented the con- 
summation of the project and the cryetal- 
lization of public sentiment.” 


Denies Congress Is a Lobby.

„This cost. the report adds, is shown 
to be perniciously excessive and unrea- 
sonable, the companies making enormous 
‘profits out of the ill fated losses befall- 
ing Illinois citizens.” 

The report contains comparative tables 
to show that rates in Hlinois are higher 
than in adjacent states, although Illi- 
nois has shown favorable loss ratios. 
The comparison indicates that Chicago 
citizens are charged from 20 to 50 per cent 
more than those of other cities, New York 
rates on dwellings being less than half 
those in Chicage. Downstate cities are 
similarly discriminated against, the re- 
port adds. 

Supt. Potts charges that the companies 
make enormous profits, but impose on the 
public by mantpulation of figures. He 
says the companies publish the amount 
of premiums received, but suppress in- 
terest and income accounts. 


Mutual Companies Blaze Way. 

Examples of high clase mutual com- 
panies are cited to show thet reductions 
in insurance cost are possible by the 
employment of fire prevention measures.
